It's Now Or Never 


(Editors Note: This is the first in a series of three articles.)

The dream of a 1,500-acre Mill Creek Val­ 
ley Park, 'a pleasant green network of fields 
and forests extending from Silver Lake in 
Bristol along Mill Creek and its tributary 
streams with hiking and riding trails and rec­ 
reation spots all along, is a magnificent one. 
Such a park is urgently needed to provide 
recreation facilities in the 
heart of 
Lower 
Bucks County and save some open skies in 
the area, but it may never be. 
Its fate will be decided this year, or 
abandoned by lack of decision. 


Already Pleasant Sight 


The park was started three years ago at 
Silver Lake in Bristol Borough and Township, 
where it is already a pleasant sight to Route 
13 motorists and a popular and attractive spot 
for picnicking, boating and occasional ice skat­ 
ing* 
* 
The Bucks County Park Board this year 
hopes to offer rowboats for rent from a dock 
it will construct on the lake. 
But this is only the beginning. 
Plans in the Park Board office in Doyles­ 
town show the park in the form of a tree. From 
a base at Silver Lake and including the Bristol 
Borough Well Fields at Routes 13 and 413, the 
park, in its proposed plan reached six miles 
northward tc Fairless Hills, and northeast and 
northwest past communities of Bristol Borough, 
Bristol Township and Falls and Middletown 
Townships. 


Tree Has ‘Root’

going south with Otter Creek from Silver Lake 
to th** Delaware River.
